Wh'ie .it 
Cieiifnej,'os he stuck close to tlie steam- 
ship Villaverde, Vi<Mtig unwilling as he 
said, to eoni'- a^h()|•e aud be feted aff r 
his defe.it. I'"or tiie same reason he did 
not come to Havana. He looked worn 
aud low spirited. It is undetstood that 
he has cable home advising tbed govern- 
ment to be iirepared for important and- 
unfavorable advices from here in the 
near future. 

"You will perhaps not be surprised to 
bear that General Salcedah has been or- 
dered back to Spain ou 'sick leave.' But 
the real reason was his massacre of un- 
armed Cubans. Learning that 15 yonng 
Cubans had left Santiago to join the 
insursents he had them intercepted aid 
summarily ^ot.

Wabash, Ind., A\m- 7.— A singular 
spect.ide i.i presented ou the Jesse H. 
Dowell homestead, near Montpelier, 
which attracts hundreds of visitors 
daily. It is the cariosixy of a farm of 
60 acres which literally is being de- 
stroyed by tire. Much of the land in 
the vioinity of the Dowell place is muck 
to a depth of IS or 14 feet, the vegeta- 
tion havlag aoonmulated and slowly de- 
cayed for many years. 

The recent dry weather haa made this 
peat as inflammable as ttndar, and 
when fixe leaohed if a few dagn ago it 
ignited and has been bnmlng slowly 
ever slnoe. Altogether 00 aona hat* 
been burned over, 86 acres having been 
consumed, while 85 aoreti are yat bom* 
ing. The flamea do not^ireak oat frMH 
the soil, bat the whole aarface is oov* 
ered with dense smoke, the grotmd at 
times assoming the doll red glow of 
burning brick. It ia atterly impossible 
to extinguish the fire and the energies 
of the neighbors are direoted, to saving 
adjacent property. 

The fire on the Dowell farm is more 
disastrous in a financial ' way than is 
popularly imagined. The 25 acres now 
being consumed is three feet lower in 
the ceuter than it was when the flames 
began their ravages. The peat, or muck, 
dried out by the intense heat, will con- 
tinue to burn until the water line is 
reached; the lire will tlieu die out, and 
wiieu the ashes which are left blow 
away there is nothing Irft but a large, 
dry pond as uni)roductive as an aban- 
doned gravel pit. For the nest two 
or three generations the laud is worth- 
less, and It acijuires value only as the 
vegetable growth again collet ts and 
forms a new coat of soil. Mi . Dowell 
says he don^ no' e.vprt't to see the day 
whcu the nciv< wiiii.'h liave beea fire- 
swept will be worth a fariluii;,' to him. 

Near the burning muck, separated 
only by a ditcii, which worl:;neii are 
now laboring industriously tn v. ifleii, is 
a tract of 110 acres, au utibi okeri area 
of peat. Should this take hie irom the 
land now burning it will be iinpo.=sible 
to save any part of it, and liO acres, 
altogether, of Mr. Dowell's land will 
have beea consumed. A heavy rain 
would check the progress of tlie flames, 
but would not extinguish tlie blaze, 
and all depends upon the success of the 
efforts of tne laborers to dig a ditch so 
broad that the aparkf will not be car- 
ried into the new territory. The land, 
when not burned out, is as productive 
as any in Indiana, raising phenomenal 
eronaof oOrn and never wearing out. 
In the p wssnt instance the fire atartad 
ik«m • vark fcoa a loooaaottva.

Dasvii.i.e, Kv., August 2.— There was 
a very amusiiiL.' incident connected with 
the bicycle rao-s at t.'i- fair here yester- 
day ai'teriiooii. The Hoard of Directors 
and the othcers of the fair, especially the 
Secretary, Mr. .Samuel Elijah Lyons, are 
strict church members and noted for 
their high morality. Nothing has ever 
been permitted to gain a foothold at 
any Danville fair that was in any way 
calculated to In the least taint the' good 
morals of those who would attend. It 
has even been said that Secretary Lyons 
has several times opened board meetings 
with prayer. 

When it reached the ears of the offi- 
cers yesterday afternoon, therefore, that 
the wheelmen were to ride without 
stockings, actually without socks, and 
were to display thefr bare legs from the 
knees down to their Trilbys, there was 
a hasty summoning of Directors and a 
most solemn consideration of the report. 
Some one at the meeting suggested, after 
considerable time bad been employed in 
speech making by iiidij;nant members, 
tnat the report must l»e false — that it was 
a cruel joke— and a committee was ap- 
pointed to interview the whtalman. It 
turned out to be true. 

The niceting reconvened, resolutions 
were adopted, and another committee 
appointed to inform the wheelmen that, 
in substance, '"no socks, no races." Sec- 
retary Lyons was so indigant over the 
aflair that he could 8carcel\' contain him- 
self. Such a display of impudence and 
immodesty had never before been at- 
temnted at his fair. The wheelmen then 
hela a meeting and resolved that the 
otTicers of the fair were going beyond 
their authority In the matter and re- 
belled. Thev went to the Directors' room 
with "no socks, or no race," painted upon 
their banners. There was a joint con 
ference. The officers labored with the 
stubborn wheelmen. The officers knew 
that a large percentage of the crowd had 
come miles to see the race, and they did 
not want to declare them off if it could 
be helped. They endeavored to con\'lnce 
the wheelmen of the fact that ladies 
wotdd witness the races, and that such a 
display of hoseless manhood would be 
perfectly shocking. Everybody finally 
got mad, and the crowd disperaed, with 
the imc^erstanding that there would be 
no races. 

The report gained circulation and there 
was great disappointment. Sock and an- 
ti-sock parties sprang into existence, and 
great was the indignation of the anti- 
sockites. There was no compromise 
upon tiie part of either ollicers or wheel- 
men. It was either socks or no socks. 
Finally, .J. L. Frolnnan, the .^.^sistant 
Secretary in charge of the bicycle depart- 
ment, began to ponroil upon the troubled 
waters. He is recently fiom Cincinnati, j 
He argued with the ofliccrs that there i 
could uf»t possil>ly be any harm 'coniej 
from tiie sockless wheelmen, and that' 
he had seen many worse things than that ! 
over the Rhine in his native land. 'I'lu- \ 
ollicers fell before his eloquence, and the 
races were iledared a go. Secretary 
Lyons, however, never gave in, and says 
the Danville fair shall navtt ham ■oolc- 
leM races with his consent.
